DEALING WITH DYNAMITERS., 


The Trial ot Cunningham and Burton, the 
Tower and Parliament Buildings Dyna- 
miters, Results in Their Conviction and 
Sentence to Penal Servitude for Life, 
Lonpon, May 18.—Judge Hawkins be. 

gan his charge to the jury in the case of 

Cunningbam and Burton, the alleged 

dynamiters, immediately on assembling 

of the court this morning. He explained 
the law with regard to the charge against 
the prisoners, and carefully analyzed the 
evidence against Burton. He laid par- 
ticular. stress on Burton’s statements, 
and urged the jury to weigh carefully 
the evidence brought forward by the 
crown with regard to the movements 
and doings of this man since his arrival 
in England. In reviewing Burton’s 
statement, Jadge Hawkins asserted 
that there could be no doubt as to its 
falsity. “It was made,’’ he said ‘‘after 
the prisoner had heard all the evidence, 
and when he found that there was no 
contradiction. Burton,’’ he continued, 

‘‘made the statement in open court, and 

it was unsupported by evidence.’’ The 

Judge conciuded by characterizing the 

whole proceeding on the part of Burton 

as astounding. 

United States Minister Phelps was 
present during the delivery of the Judge’s 
charge, and was dressed in a mourning 
suit. He listened intently, and seemed 
muchjimpressed by points in the Judge’s 
aualysis of the testimony. 

At the: conclusion of Judge Hawkins’ 
charge the jury retired, and were absent 
a short time when they returned with a 
verdict finding both prisouers guilty as 
charged in the indictinent. 

On the announcement of the verdict the 
Judge sentenced Cunningham and Bur- 
ton to penal servitude for life. 

When the question, ‘‘Has the prisoner 
any thing to say as to why sentence 
should not now be passed upon him,”’ 
Cunninghamileaned forward and vigorons- 
ly protest-d his innocence. He thanked his 
counsel and friends and concluded his re- 
marks with the bitter exclamation: ‘You 
may destroy my body but it is impossible 
for you to hurt my soul.”’ 

Then Burton's turn came. He also 
protested his innocence. ‘English preju- 
dice,’ said Burton, “‘Sends me to eternal 
punishment.”’ 


Lonponx, May 18.—Cunningham and 
Burton maintained apparently cheerful 
demeanors after their return to Newgate 
prison. They will remain at Newgate 
to-night and will be removed to other 
prisons to-morrow. They will not both 
be confined in the same place. Extra 
guards will be on duty at Newgate to- 
night. Burton has gained twenty-eight 
pounds in weight and Cunningham four- 
teen since their incarceration.

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BOYTON’S FREAK 


Results Ina Court Martial of an Officer of 
the Garnet—What Boyton Owes to the 
“Stupidest Man On Board,” 

Hauirax, N. S., May 18.—Much ex- 
citement prevails in naval circles here 
over @& court-martial now in progress 
against the Lieutenant of Her Majesty’s 
ship Garnet, who was in charge of the 
watch when Boyton’s boat was caught 
alongside the Garnetin New York har- 
bor, for letting its occupants go free in- 
stead of holding them prisoners until he 
had communicated with his superiors. 
Admiral Sir John Commerell was much 
exasperated by Captain Boyton’s exploit 
in affixing the torpedo to the Garnet, and 
on the day the ship arrived in Halifax 
the Lieutenant on watch was placed 
under arrest. Sir John then ordered the 
organization of a court of inquiry to 
investigate Captain Hand’s management 
of the Garnet from the time she left Nor- 
folk until her arrival in Halifax, with 
special instructions to ascertain all the 
facts of Boyton’s midnight torpedo ex- 
pedition. ‘The Court has been sitting for 
two days. The result will be submitted 
to navai headquarters in London, with a 
probability that Captain Hand and the 
officers on watch on that night will be 
court-martialed for endangering the safety 





bof the vessel by neglecting to take 


necessary precautions against tor- 
pedoes, etc., from Fenian dynamiters 
or other hostile sources. The court is 
composed of captains of the war ships 
Northampton, Tenedos, and Fantome, 
with Admiral Commerall presiding. As 
soon as the investigation is concluded the 
small gun boats will depart for the New- 
foundland fishery protection service. The 
statement is made that “‘if the sentinel on 
the deck of the Garnet had not been the 
stupidest man on board, Captain Boyton 
would have been shot as soon 4s discov- 
ered.”’

A Brief Bat Fierce Engagement, Resulting 
in the Leaving the City of Tyler in a Sad- 
ly Demorahzed Condition—The Losses. 


Datias, Tex., May 19.—The facts of a 
tornadoatTyter on Saturday cventng last 
reached here last night, the news having 
been delayed by the prostration of the 
telegraph wires, which were not repaired 
until yesterday. At 6:30 p. m. Saturday 
a cyclone struck that city lasting about 
thirty seconds. The first place struck 
was the City Hall, which was completely 
levelled to the ground. From this point, 
in the southwest corner of the pub- 
lic square it formed in_ several 
branches, but the main cyclone formed 
in the shape of a letter S till 
it reached the freight depot of the 
Missouri Pacific and International & Great 
Northern Railroads, lifting the same from 
its foundations and completely wrecking 
it against loaded freight cars on a side 
track. It then changed its course to the 
east and took off the roof of the round- 
house, passing southeast down Mustang 
Creck. The railroad loss is $5,000 or 
more. The buildings destroyed or dam- 
aged are: The City Hall and the Justice 
of the Peace office, which is a complete 
wreck; loss, $650.

An Important Decision. 


Judge Wood Overrules Judge Bruce's 
Attachment Decision. 





Mr, Justice Woods of the United States 
Supreme Court, sitting in the Circuit Court 
‘of the United States, rendered an import- 
ant decision in the case of Elias Block & 
Sons vs. McKenzie & Co., which will be of 
general interest. The plaintifis were citi- 
zens and residents of the State of Ohio, 
and the defendants were citizens and res- 
idents of the Middle District of Alabama, 
and the suit was begun by original attach- 
ment. The defendants meved to dismiss 
on the ground that the Circuit Court of tke 
United States had no jurisdiction to enter. 
tain a suit begun by original attachment. 
Mr. Justice Woods delivers an opinion 1n 
which he holds: 

1. That by the general rules adopted by 
the Circuit Court of the United States for 
the Middle District of Alabama in Novem» 
ber, 1874, by virtue of section 915 of the 
Revised Statutes, it thereby incorporated 
the provisions of the Code of Alabama as it 
then existed, eps the law of the Circuit 
Court of the United States, and that whep 


| the attachment is levi-d and personal no- 


tice is given to the defendant as provided 
by the Oode of Alabama, that the court ac- 
quired jurisdiction. 

2. That a waiver of this notice is equiv. 
alent to personal service. 

3. That the plaintiff may file his com- 
plaint after the levy of attachment as 18 
provided by the code, and that if the notice 
given to the defendant is sufficient to in- 


| form ef the purpose of the attachment suit, 


then no other summons is necessary.

A Bolivian Monster. 


The Brazilian Minister at La Pag, 
Bolivia, has remitted to the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs in Rio Janeiro photo- 

phs of drawings of an extraordinary 
saurian killed on the Beni after receiv- 
ing thirty-six balls. By order of the 
President of Bolivia the dried body, 
which had been preserved at Asuncion, 
was sent to La Paz. It is twelve metres 
(nearly forty feet) long from snout to 
point of the tail, which latter is fiat- 
tened. Besides the anterior head, it 
has, four metres behind, two small but 
completely formed heads rising from the 
back. All three have much resemblance 
to the head of adog. The legs areshort 
and end in formidableclaws. The legs, 
belly and lower part of the throat ap- 

r defended by a kind of scale armor, 
and all the back is protected by a still 
thicker and double cuirass, starting from 
behind the ears or the anterior head and 
continuing to the tail. The neck is 
long, and the belly large and almost 
dragging on the ground. Prof. Given, 
who examined the beast, thinks it is not 
a monster, but a member of a rare or 
almost lost: species, as the Indians in 
some parts of Bolivia use small earthen 
vases of identical shape and probably 
copied from nature.—Panama Siar and 
Herald.

A Zereba. 


The zereba is a native light barricade 
constructed in the form ofa square, 
and, by the Arabs, made of mimoso 
brush, piled with the prickly branches 
outward, and built high enough to 
make the offer to overleap them im- 
practicable. The sharp, jagged 
branches present a forbidding aspect to 
the Arabs and blacks, who have no 
taste for flinging their naked bodies 
against them. ‘The great tactics of the 
Arabs is to attack by ‘‘rushing,’’ in the 
hope to overwhelm, by the very impetus 
of the assault, the waiting enemy. As 
a means of checking this ‘‘rush’’ the 
zereba has been found very effective, 
and the English adopted the native ex- 
ample as a very excellent provision 
against a decisive charge from the ene- 
my in open fighting. But any sort of 
superficial- fortification flung up to 
meet a temporary requirement is now 
referred to in the dispatches as a ze- 
reba. It corresponds, in fact, to the 
fence-rail breastworks and the light 
earthworks thrown up by our own 
troops in the war for the Union. The 
principle of construction is a very old 
one, and it is a very good one in prim- 
itive warfare where the serious fighting 
is in hand-to-hand encounters.—London 
Times.

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Russian Oil Producing Territory. 


Although it has been estimated that 
the area of oil-producing territory in 
Russia measures fourteen thousand 
-#quare miles, the field at Baku is the 
only one worked, and this covers a 
space of three and a half square miles 
only. Its enormous out-put is said to 
be sufficient for the requirements of the- 
world. Mr. Redwood happened to be 
present when one of the wells was 
opened. He says that a mighty column 
of oil spouted up to the height of one 
hundred feet, carrying big stones with 
it, and that it continued gushing out 
until a huge lake of petroleum was 
formed. The product is refined on the 
spot by a process of distiilation, the 
residue being used as fuel, both for 
steamers on the Caspian and upon many 
of the Russian railways. The by-pro- 
ducts of the distillation, such as naph- 
thaline, benzole, etc., meet with some
